REMARKS 

In view of the above amendment, applicant believes the pending application is in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 1-22 and 24-29 are now present in this application. Claims 1, 25 and 29 are 
independent. Amendments have been made to claims 10, 18, 19, 22, 25, 26 and 29. 
Reconsideration of this application, as amended, is respectfully requested.

Applicants thank the Examiner for considering the references supplied with the three 
Information Disclosure Statements filed in the present application, and for providing Applicants 
with initialed copies of the PTO-1449 or PTO-SB08 forms filed therewith. No outstanding issues 
remain with respect to the Information Disclosure Statements. 

Drawings 

Since no objection has been received, Applicants assume that the drawings are acceptable 
and that no further action is necessary. Confirmation in the Notice of Allowance is respectfully 
requested. 

Claim Amendments 

Applicants have amended claims 18, 19, 25 and 29 to change "zips" to -zippers-, and 
have amended claims 22 and 26 to change "zip" to -zipper-, in response to the Examiner's 
objection. Applicants have also amended claim 10 to correct a typographical error. The claim 
amendments are not being made in response to any statutory requirement for patentability, and 
have not been narrowed in scope. Instead, the claims have been amended merely to recite the 
subject matter therein more clearly. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-18, 20-22 and 24 are allowed, 
and that claims 19 and 25-29 would be allowable if amended. Since claims 19, 22, 25, 26 and 29
